Area set for renovation after purchase of car dealership site 

CANAL LAND IS 
SOLD FOR £2M 


A REJUVENATION of Banbury’s 
canalside area is a step closer after 
the purchase of a former brown¬ 
field site in Swan Close Road. 

The former Antelope car dealership 
opposite Morrisons supermarket has 
been bought by Cherwell District Coun¬ 
cil for £2.15m. 

It comprises a showroom, offices, a 
petrol station and garage and will be re¬ 
developed as part of the council’s long¬ 
term plans for the canalside, which will 
see areas such as Tramway industrial 
estate, Canal Street and Upper Windsor 
Street completely transformed between 
now and 2031. 

Adrian Colwell, the council’s head of 
strategic planning and the economy, 
said: “The canalside area along the 
Tramway industrial estate has been 
identified as a key site for regeneration 
within Cherwell District Council’s ap¬ 
proved local plan and that includes the 
former Antelope site. 

“The canal is a unique feature within 
the town and we want to capitalise upon 
that by making it a focal point where 
people congregate for business, leisure 
and pleasure.” 

The 0.9 acre Nissan Antelope site was 
purchased from Newcore Capital Man-

agement after it closed in September 
last year. 

It forms part of 71 acres of land due 
to be developed as part of the Banbury 
canalside regeneration project, as laid 
out in the district’s adopted Local Plan, 
which outlines key development sites in 
North Oxfordshire until 2031. 

The plan notes: “Canalside represents 
a major opportunity to redevelop a sub¬ 
stantial area close to the town centre, 
to secure improved access to the town’s 
railway station, the reintegration of 
the canal as a central feature of the 
town, and to provide new residential, 
commercial and retail development. 

“Its redevelopment will make effec¬ 
tive use of brownfield land and signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the need for greenfield 
development.” 

Eventually it is hoped 700 homes will 
be built alongside 15,000m2 of employ¬ 
ment land for offices and businesses, 
as well as new footways and cycle 
ways. 

The council also plans to build new 
pedestrian and cycle bridges over 
the Oxford Canal, the River Cherwell 
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and railway lines. Mr Colwell added: 
“The purchase of this site marks the 
first step towards transforming that 
whole area into a cosmopolitan mix of 
residential, commercial and retail uses 
which will create new homes, jobs and 
leisure opportunities for the town. 

“This latest acquisition represents the 
start of an exciting future for Banbury 
which will feature the canal at the heart 
of it.” 

Exact plans for how the Antelope deal¬ 
ership be used have yet to be confirmed 
by the district council and it will be 
rented out in the short-medium term 
to generate income while Cherwell ac¬ 
quires the rest of the regeneration site.

Crunch time as alliances 
are formed or broken in 
the battle for County Hall

A POWER struggle has put the fate of 
Oxfordshire County Council in the 
hands of two councillors. 

Independents Les Sibley and Mark 
Gray have emerged as key players in 
the battle for County Hall, after the 
Conservatives failed to win a majority 
in last week’s elections. 

With the Tories short by just one seat, 
group leader Ian Hudspeth has been 
forced to negotiate with them to keep 
his party in charge of the authority. 

And as the talks went on into this 
week, Mr Sibley, who represents Bices¬ 
ter West, revealed he and Mr Hudspeth 
were on the verge of a deal. Mr Gray 
also hinted he could join them. 

Both were previously part of an alli¬ 
ance with the Conservatives but said 
they would reconsider that position on 
Friday after the election. 

Their comments this week came after 
Labour and the Liberal Democrats ad¬ 
mitted they had failed to rally enough 
support for an alternative ‘rainbow coa¬ 
lition’ over the weekend. Mr Sibley told 
the Oxford Mail: “I have not come to a 
final decision, but I am leaning towards 
an agreement with the Conservatives. 

“I was part of alliance with them be¬ 
fore and that has worked well. Even if 
you could get a rainbow coalition to¬ 
gether, it would just be chaos anyway. 

“It’s hard enough to get two people to 
agree, let alone a collection of different 
parties and independent councillors.” 

Mr Hudspeth declined to comment 
on the possible deal, but Mr Sibley con¬ 
firmed there were several issues he was 
‘pressing’ the council leader on in ex¬ 
change for his support. 

These include assurances the Con¬ 
servatives will prioritise plans in Bices¬ 
ter for new multi-million pound road 
crossings at the railway in Howes Lane 
and London Road. 

Mr Sibley added: “I am elected to rep¬ 
resent people in Bicester and so I want 
to make sure I get the best deal for them. 

“With both these key schemes, people 
need to know what is going on.” 

Meanwhile, Benson and Cholsey 
councillor Mr Gray said he was in a 
‘difficult position’ after speaking to op¬ 
position party leaders. 

Over the weekend, Labour and the 
Liberal Democrats had suggested an al¬ 
liance with him, Mr Sibley, fellow inde¬ 
pendents Lynda Atkins of Wallingford, 
and Neville Harris and Henley Resi¬ 
dents’ Group councillor Stefan Gawry- 
siak. 

But it is understood Mr Harris has re¬ 
fused to join with them, meaning that 
- like the Conservatives - they would 
also be one short of a majority The Did- 
cot Ladygrove representative was not 
available for comment yesterday. 

Mr Gray added: “Even if they all come 
together, it’s going to be 31 against 31. 

“No Tory councillors are going to 
switch sides so the only way for some¬ 
one to get a majority is for one of us to 
go over to them. 

“There is no agreement yet, but of 
course we are talking to each other.” 

In an appeal to the Liberal Democrats 
and independents, Labour boss Liz 
Brighouse had suggested major chang¬ 
es to the county council that would give 
all councillors a bigger say on deci¬ 
sions. At the moment the authority is

OXFORDSHIRE farmers have said they are 
desperate for rain this weekend after the UK 
received less than half the average rainfall for 
last month. 

The arid April followed the driest October to 
March in the country since 1995-96. 

Homeowners have been advised to be 'wise 
with their water' and some farmers have said 
crops are now beginning to suffer. 

George Bennett, who runs Sandy Lane 
organic farm in Tiddington just outside 
Oxford, said he had delayed planting annual 
vegetable crops including carrots, parsnips, 
sweetcorn and onions because his soil was 
simply too dry after the April drought. 

He said: "If it goes on much longer it might 
be too late for parsnips to grow. 

"We are now just wishing for a bit of rainfall 
this weekend." 

The farm, which produces about 80 per cent 
vegetable crops and has 20 per cent livestock, 
is now hoping that its organic methods might 
have helped keep the soil in good condition 
and help it recover when the rains arrive. 

The conditions have mostly been affecting 
Oxfordshire and other southern parts of 
England. 

National Farmers' Union spokesman for the 
county Isobel Bretherton said the county had 
only had 5mm of rain in April. 

She added: "There is cause for concern and 
we do need rain within the next two to three 
weeks." 

Ms Bretherton added farmers were finding 
crops in the county had not grown as well as 
they should due to the conditions, and that 
grass for livestock was also drying out. 

Met Office spokesman Grahame Madge said 
after a wetter patch towards the middle of 
this month, dry conditions are likely to return 
by the end of May. 

Thames Water spokesman Becky Trotman 
said: "Most of our customers' supply comes 
from rivers so we're closely monitoring their 
flows and will have a clearer idea of our 
position in the early summer. 

"As always, we encourage customers to use 
water wisely, whatever the weather."

controlled by a leader, elected by coun¬ 
cillors, and cabinet members who can 
make executive decisions.

He warned the Tories would be forced 
to make concessions to that would fa¬ 
vour some areas above others if they al¬ 
lied with independent, adding: “It is not 
a very sensible way to run a county.” 

Parties need to decide who will form 
an administration before a vote to elect 
the leader next Tuesday. The meeting

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Mental health 
training plea to 
police bosses 

POLICE line managers need more 
training around mental illness if the 
force is to reduce sickness levels, 
Thames Valley Police Federation has 
said. The force federation said it had 
seen ‘huge increases’ in the number of 
officers falling ill to stress, PTSD, 
anxiety and depression. 

Craig O’Leary, chairman of the 
force’s federation, said it would be very 
‘quick, simple and easy to train’ line 
managers to become more aware of 
mental illness and try to identify it. 

He added: “If something doesn’t get 
identified at an early stage it can get 
worse and worse until such time that a 
member goes off sick, and we have then 
lost them for six or 12 months. In some 
cases they end up leaving through ill 
health retirement or they resign from 
the role. 

“Actually if we can identify these 
things at an earlier stage we can 
perhaps prevent some of those losses.” 

The federation has recently funded, 
along with the force, a programme of 
training for peer supporters in mental 
health first aid. So far, about 30 officers 
have attended a two-day course. 

Mr O’Leary said: “This is something I 
am really passionate about it. If we can 
identify these things at an earlier stage 
we can perhaps prevent some of those 
losses of people going off sick. But we 
can also help people to realise what is 
going on at an early opportunity so that 
they don’t deteriorate to that level 
where they become really badly ill.” 
The federation also wants to see an 
improvement delivery of mental health 
service for officers.

Ofsted praise for 
specialist school

A SPECIALIST school for 
boys with autism has re¬ 
ceived top marks from Ofsted 
for the third year running. 

Following a full inspection in 
March this year, the regulator 
gave Swalcliffe Park School an 
‘Outstanding’ rating. 

The glowing report said the 
residential and day school out¬ 
side Banbury offered ‘signifi¬ 
cantly improved outcomes for 
children who need help, protec¬ 
tion and care’. 

Swalcliffe Park supports up to 
41 boys aged 11 to 19 who have 
autistic spectrum disorder such 
as Asperger’s Syndrome. 

Many of the youngsters also 


have additional needs arising 
from other diagnoses including 
ADHD, dyslexia, dyspraxia and 
language impairment. 

In the report, inspectors said: 
“Young people’s emotional and 
psychological well-being im¬ 
proves significantly. 

“Their self-awareness, self¬ 
esteem and confidence have im¬ 
proved and they have achieved 
far more than had been thought 
possible.” 

Ofsted found that students’ 
educational attainment was 
markedly better than it had been 
previously after a period at Swal¬ 
cliffe. 

It also praised the rapport be¬ 
tween staff and students, work 
experience offered to youngsters 
through its cafe and ‘fix-it club’, 
as well as trips and leisure activi¬ 
ties. 


The school offers seven board¬ 
ing houses for the young people 
under its care. 

Inspectors said: “Each board¬ 
ing house has a warm and nur¬ 
turing atmosphere and environ¬ 
ment within which young people 
relax together and enjoy time 
with each other. 

“When young people are ap¬ 
proaching an age at which they 
will need to leave and live more 
independently, the staff provide 
them with good support.” 

Principal Kiran Hingorani 
said: “We are delighted to have 
received an ‘Outstanding’ rating 
from Ofsted for Care. To receive 
this rating consecutively over 
the last three years takes hard 
work and a firm commitment to 
delivering the very best for our 
students... something we contin¬ 
uously strive to deliver.” 


Intruders with weapons terrorise couple 


A PAIR have been left traumatised 
after a group of masked men broke 
into their home brandishing a 
hammer, baseball hat and knife. 

The man and woman were left 
with bruising after the targeted 
attack where four men, with 
covered faces, broke into their 
house in Appleby Close, Banbury, 
on Sunday, April 30, at about 
9.10pm and struck the man, in his 
50s, with a hammer. 

The group then went upstairs and 


attacked the woman, in her 40s, 
who was sleeping, before 
ransacking another bedroom. 

One man who brandished a 
hammer is described as wearing a 
khaki green jacket with a peak on 
the hood of the jacket. He was 
black, about 6ft tall and spoke with 
an English accent. 

Another man, who had the 
baseball bat, is described as black, 
under 6ft tall and of stocky build. 

The man with a knife is described 


as Asian, under 6ft tall, of slimmer 
build and spoke with an English 
accent. The last man is described 
as black. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Constable Darren Pomroy said: 
“This was a specific and targeted 
attack. The offenders were looking 
for a specific person and took no 
property.

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Hospitals’ finances 
‘deteriorate rapidly’

THE county’s hospitals 
boss has warned staff 
about a ‘rapid deteriora¬ 
tion’ of finances after 
revealing the trust over¬ 
spent by more than £24m. 

In a statement sent to the 
12,000 employees across 
Oxford University Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Foundation Trust 
(OUH) chief executive Bruno 
Holthof said there needed to 
be ‘immediate and signifi¬ 
cant’ improvement. 

He said actions were in 
place to ‘control both staff 
pay and non-pay expendi¬ 
ture’. 

Mr Holthof said the meas¬ 
ures would not affect current 
employees but agency staff. 

The action is being taken 
after the trust, which in¬ 
cludes the John Radcliffe, 
the Churchill, the Nuffield 
Orthopaedic Centre and the 
Horton General Hospital in 
Banbury, overspent on staff 
pay by £5.5m and £19m on 
non-pay such as medical sup¬ 
plies and stationery. 

Despite the amount spent 
by the trust on agency staff 
falling by more than £9m in 
the last year, it is said to be

a ‘worse financial perfor¬ 
mance’ than previous years. 

In May 2016, the Oxford 
Mail revealed the trust spent 
a total of £41.3m to plug staff¬ 
ing gaps with bank and agen¬ 
cy workers in 2015/16. 

Mr Holthof said: “The trust 
is strengthening cost con¬ 
trols in the organisation in 
order to redirect the spend¬ 
ing on delivering patient 
care. These measures do not 
affect the staff employed 
by the trust but will affect 
agency staff. We will acceler¬ 
ate the recruitment of medi¬ 


cal and nursing staff on our 
payroll in order to reduce 
our monthly expenditure on 
agency staff. 

“For example we need more 
anaesthetists and operating 
theatre nurses to meet the 
growing demand for surgery 
and direct employment by 
the trust is cheaper and bet¬ 
ter than using agencies.” 

Currently OUH has 106 
vacancies, the majority of 
which are administrative 
roles, and in 2016/17 the 
budget for both trust employ¬ 
ees and agency workers was 
£537.7m but the total cost 
rose to £563.4m. 

Non-pay expenditure 
should have been at £357.6m 
but increased to £375.2m 
throughout the year. 

Mr Holthof added: “To 
achieve this, we are review¬ 
ing all vacant posts and fo¬ 
cus our recruiting efforts on 
medical and nursing staff 
needed to meet the fast rising 
demand for urgent and elec¬ 
tive treatments. 

“Additionally, we are im¬ 
plementing tighter restric¬ 
tions on ordering goods and 
services that are not directly 
needed to deliver care to our 
patients. All these measures 
are being introduced in ways 
that protect patient safety 


and the quality of our pa¬ 
tient care is not being com¬ 
promised. By implementing 
these controls, we are confi¬ 
dent that our trust will be in 
good financial health so that 
we can continually improve 
and invest in our clinical ser¬ 
vices for the future.” 

In 2015/16 an extra £16.7m 
was spent on wages but 
£1.15m was saved on non-pay 
items. 

The executive director of 
Healthwatch Oxfordshire 
Rosalind Pearce said: “This 
is a significant overspend, 
and we recognise that the 
management of Oxford Uni¬ 
versity Hospitals NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust is going to have 
to make some difficult deci¬ 
sions in order to address it. 

“However we will be seek¬ 
ing assurances from the trust 
that it will be able keep to its 
pledge that the measures tak¬ 
en will not have a negative 
impact on either the quality 
of care or the safety of pa¬ 
tients.” 

A report into the trust’s 
financial performance for 
2016/2017 was published on 
Friday and listed a number 
of reasons are listed for the 
overspend including a sav¬ 
ings shortfall of £13.6 mil¬ 
lion.

TODAY, the Banbury Cake 
joins forces with local and 
regional titles across the 
UK to launch a campaign 
to fight fake news. 

As we approach the most 
significant national election 
in a generation, the need for 
independent local newspapers 
and their websites to report 
and explain the issues in an 
entirely neutral, honest and 
balanced way is essential. 

This approach is in keeping 
with our ethos of always seek¬ 
ing to provide trusted news, 
campaigning on behalf of our

Feed News analysis found that 
top fake presidential election 
news stories generated more 
total engagement on Facebook 
than top election stories from 
19 major news outlets com¬ 
bined.

formula which it claimed would be 
fairer but that critics said would 
cost schools money. 

The response to that consultation 
was due soon but has been delayed 
due to the election. 

Fair Funding for All Schools Ox¬ 
fordshire co-founder Helen Brock- 
ett, who was at the postcard event, 
said: “School funding is a major 
election issue for parents, grand¬ 
parents and other concerned mem¬ 
bers of the community. Schools are 
struggling financially now. 

“We need commitments from pro¬ 
spective MPs that they understand 
the importance of education and its 
impact on our children’s wellbeing 
and life chances. 

“Pupil funding across the county 
and the country needs increased in¬ 
vestment.” 

The campaign has involved hun¬ 
dreds of parents in Oxfordshire and 
is supported by about 40,000 across 
England.

Secretary Angela Rayner suggested 
money used to pay for free schools 
could instead be used to fund exist¬ 
ing schools.

“We want your commitment to 
fund our schools properly, so that 
every child gets the education they 
deserve and no child loses out.”

Thousands of postcards 
urge Government to

PUPILS in Oxfordshire urged 
politicians to protect what they 
love about education as thou¬ 
sands of postcards were handed 
to the Education Secretary at a 
protest in London. 

The Fair Funding for All Schools 
campaign ramped up the pressure 
on the Government yesterday ahead 
of the General Election by deliver¬ 
ing the postcards, which call on 
Justine Greening to honour pledges 
to protect school funding. 

Parents from the campaign’s Ox¬ 
fordshire branch were present at 
the event while at Carswell Commu¬ 
nity Primary School in Abingdon 
pupils used to chalk to write on the 
playground about what they love 
about school and do not want cut. 

Fairer Funding for All Schools 
Oxfordshire claims financial pres¬ 
sures and a proposed new funding 
formula could cost schools in the 
county almost £30m by 2019. 

Emma Jackson, whose son Ben 
took part in the chalking at Carswell 
Primary, said: “I am very concerned 
about funding. 

“The children wrote all sorts of 
things in the playground, such as 
the forest school. 

“It is really important that 


politicians understand that we need 
the funding so schools can contin¬ 
ue to offer a diverse education for 
everyone. 

“We do not want a very narrow 
curriculum. With forest schools for 
example it is important kids get the 


chance to take risks and go out in 
the open, climb trees and light fires. 

“I hope the event in London will 
have an impact and that the Gov¬ 
ernment will realise that all par¬ 
ents are concerned about this.” 

Fair Funding for All Schools has 


called on all parties and candidates 
in the General Election to commit 
to addressing the school funding 
issue.

Crime figures on the rise 
as police ‘outcomes’ fall

‘Numerical count does

REPORTS of robberies, drugs 
trafficking, shoplifting and vio¬ 
lent crimes have all increased 
in the past twelve months, po¬ 
lice figures show. 

Crime recorded in Oxford in¬ 
creased by 5.7 per cent from 2015/16 
with statistics released by Thames 
Valley Police for the past financial 
year yesterday also showing a de¬ 
crease in the amount of reports 
which police established an “out¬ 
come”. 

Reports of robberies of business¬ 
es and individuals increased by 14.4 
per cent in 12 months, with shoplift¬ 
ing reports rising from 1,454 to 2,003 
over the same period. 

Trafficking of drugs increased 
by 36.1 per cent with 113 reports 
compared to 83 the year before and 
violent crimes against people were 
recorded at 2,699, a 4.9 per cent rise 
from 2015/16. 

Superintendent Joe Kidman, Po¬ 
lice Commander for Oxford, said 
the increase in reports of drug traf¬ 


ficking reflected the “heavy invest¬ 
ment” in tackling dealers from in¬ 
side and out of the county He added 
the force’s “robust response” to bur¬ 


glary offences - which saw reports 
fall by 2.2 per cent in the city (from 
1,016 to 944) - may have seen some 
criminals turn to shoplifting. 


The latest figures for the most re¬ 
cent financial year were released 
yesterday following the Oxford 
Mail’s report last Friday showing 
a rise in crime across Oxfordshire. 
Over the past financial year, 14,936 
crimes were reported in Oxford 
compared to 14,129 in 2015/16 and 
13,720 in 2014/15. But police estab¬ 
lished an “outcome” for 2,605 re¬ 
ported crimes compared in 2016/17 
to 3,194 the year before and 3,376 in 
2014/15. 

Outcomes to cases are marked 
when a caution, charge or sum¬ 
mons has been made, but also when 
crimes reported are resolved at a 
community level, by another au¬ 
thority, or when there has been no 
prosecution. The force has to cut 
£22m from its budget for this finan¬ 
cial year, on top of £88m saved over 
the past six years. 

Supt Kidman said: “A numerical 
count of crimes does not reflect 
the seriousness of different cases 
and we continue to invest heavily 
in investigating challenging crimes 
such as domestic abuse, sexual of¬ 
fences and hate crimes.” 

A spokeswoman said a reason for 
the fall in “outcomes” could be due 
to a large number of reports not be¬ 
ing “directly crime-related”. 

Thames Valley Police’s press of¬ 
fice refused to provide officers for 
interview on the crime stats due to 
purdah election restrictions. 


Drugs addict 
thief is jailed 

A THIEF who stole from shops to 
fund his five-year drug addiction 
has been jailed for 80 weeks. 

Jared Woodhouse, who had 53 
convictions, claimed he struggled to 
deal with relationship and family 
problems, as well as his cancer 
diagnosis two years ago which left 
him needing a colostomy bag. 

Woodhouse went into Banbury’s 
Cash Converters store, snatching a 
£230 KS Audio speaker which he hid 
under his T-Shirt, at about 1.45pm 
on August 18 last year. 

The thief then hit Sainsbury’s at 
the Westgate shopping centre, 
pinching a £34 bottle of brandy at 
lpm on January 10. 

He pulled out a syringe needle 
when the store’s security guard 
attempted to detain him, declaring: 
‘I have to go now’ before fleeing, 
prosecutor Alexandra Bull told 
Oxford Crown Court on Tuesday. 

The 30-year-old, of O’Hanlon 
House, Oxford, stole a tip jar 
containing £5 from Cafe Loco, in St 
Aldates, at 11pm two days later, and 
was caught with five wraps of crack 
cocaine on February 13. 

Woodhouse also took a tip jar from 
Walton Street’s Jericho Tavern on 
March 10, as well as a mobile phone 
and £1,000 from Banbury’s Lismore 
Hotel five days later. 

The defendant, who must pay a 
victim surcharge, admitted 
possessing a class A drug, four 
counts of theft, and common 
assault. 

He was also in breach of a 54-week 
sentence, suspended for two years, 
which was activated by Judge Ian 
Pringle QC.

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Citizen scientists reveal hidden 
water pollutants across county

Firm’s workers among 
hundreds who used kits 
to test rivers for survey

WORKERS at a medical de¬ 
vice manufacturing firm were 
among the hundreds of people 
who helped test Oxfordshire’s 
water quality on one day. 

Irem Bostanci and Luisa Teixeira, 
from Owen Mumford in Woodstock, 
tested for pollution in the River 
Glyme near their office on Tuesday 
as part of the WaterBlitz. 

Their results and hundreds of oth¬ 
ers are already live on a new online 
map showing how much nitrate and 
phosphate testers found in rivers 
across the Thames Valley. 

Conservation charity Wild Ox¬ 
fordshire, which helps recruit vol¬ 
unteers for the annual survey, said 
it was delighted that so many test¬ 
ers were helping reveal hidden pol¬ 
lution. 

Program manager Hilary Phillips 
said: “This year we sent out about 
400 testing kits so we’re expecting 
to get 800 samples for Oxfordshire. 

“The results are helping to fill in 
real gaps in our knowledge. 

“We need to improve freshwater

habitats for wading birds, amphib¬ 
ians and delicate plants: there are 
a lot of species which are strug¬ 
gling because the water isn’t clean 
enough.” 

The easy-to-use WaterBlitz kits, 
which volunteers ordered over the 


internet, test for two pollutants - ni¬ 
trates and phosphates. 

These chemicals, which leak into 
rivers from fertilisers on farmers’ 
fields, act as super fuel for algae 
which causes it to explode in an ‘al¬ 
gal bloom’. 


This mega-algae sucks all the oxy¬ 
gen out of the water, suffocating 
other plants, fish and insects there 
and downstream. 

Volunteers on Tuesday took sam¬ 
ples of their local river in just sec¬ 
onds and were able to upload their 


readings to the live web map using 
a smart phone app. 

The map was created by Oxford’s 
Earth Watch institute, which pro¬ 
cesses the WaterBlitz results to 
build a picture of pollution across 
the Thames Valley. Since it launched 
in autumn 2015, Thames WaterBlitz 
volunteers have collected a total of 
1,208 samples. 

Project co-ordinator Luis Ve¬ 
lasquez said: “Each WaterBlitz pro¬ 
vides information from areas that 
would otherwise not be monitored 
and shows seasonal impacts of cli¬ 
mate and land use change are im¬ 
portant.” 

By identifying areas where nutri¬ 
ent discharges are more likely, Mr 
Velasquez said the WaterBlitz was 
helping regulatory bodies like the 
Environment Agency, research in¬ 
stitutes and river trusts to improve 
waterways and reduce the risk of 
harmful pollution. 

The Thames Valley WaterBlitz is 
also part of Earthwatch’s Fresh- 
Water Watch project, a global study 
of the health of freshwater ecosys¬ 
tems. 

The next Thames Valley Water¬ 
Blitz will be held on Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 2.

A shaggy-dog story indeed 


MINDHORN (15, 89 mins) Come¬ 
dy/Action/Romance. Julian Barratt, 
Andrea Riseborough, Russell Tovey, 
Essie Davis, Simon Farnaby, Steve 
Coogan, David Schofield, Harriet 
Walter. Director: Sean Foley. 

Seeing the truth is easy when you 
have robotic vision in director Sean 
Foley's loopy lark based around a 
fictitious 1980s TV detective show - 
catchphrase "It's truth time!" - best 
described as The Six Million Dollar 
Man meets Bergerac on the Isle of 
Man. 

Scripted by actors Julian Barratt and 
Simon Farnaby, who nab two of 
the showiest roles, Mindhorn hits 
more targets than it misses with its 
delightfully daft cocktail of spoof, 
slapstick and whodunnit. 

The search for a hospital outpatient, 
who is suspected of murder, quickly 
takes a back seat to the pratfalls, 
including flashes of old-fashioned 
physical humour like the lead actor 
chasing after a suspect and awk¬ 
wardly clambering over a garden 
gate as it swings open beneath him. 
Extended cameos from Kenneth 
Branagh and Simon Callow, glee¬ 
fully poking fun at their theatrical 
luvviness, deliver hearty laughs as 
the titular sleuth goes to squirm- 
inducing lengths to regain his 
poster boy status, albeit with a pot 
belly and a hairline that has receded 
down his back. 

In the late 1980s, actor Richard 
Thorncroft (Barratt) set a nation's 
heart aflutter as Mindhorn, who 
could literally "see the truth" using 
his one robotic eye. 

Twenty-five years later, fame has 
cruelly deserted him. 

Richard is overweight, gloriously 
self-deluded and has to beg his 
long-suffering agent (Harriet Wal¬ 
ter) for unedifying work. 

Out of the blue, she offers him a 
chance at redemption: return to 
the Isle of Man, where the TV series 
was filmed, to assist Chief Inspector 
Derek Newsome (David Schofield) 
in apprehending suspected serial 
killer, Paul Melly (Russell Tovey). 
Melly is a deluded fan of the TV 
series and tells police he will "only 
speak to Inspector Mindhorn or 
more people are going to die!" 
Filmed on location on the Isle of 
Man, Mindhorn is a potty-mouthed 
escape from dreary reality that 
pickpockets chuckles and the oc¬ 
casional snort of derision as the cast 


surrender to the script's lunacy. 

RATING: 6/10 

A DOG'S PURPOSE (PG, 100 mins) 
Drama/Romance. KJ Apa, Britt 
Robertson, Bryce Gheisar, Juliet 
Rylance, Luke Kirby, Dennis Quaid, 
John Ortiz, Kirby Howell-Baptiste 
and the voice of Josh Gad. Director: 
Lasse Hallstrom. 

Love never dies, nor does the four¬ 
legged hero of Lasse Hallstrom's 
emotionally manipulative family 
drama. 

Based on the novel by W Bruce 
Cameron, A Dog's Purpose bounds 
through decades of American his¬ 
tory, tightly leashed to a sentimen¬ 
tal mutt (voiced by Josh Gad), who 
is reincarnated as different breeds, 
but never forgets the smell of his 
first owner. 

The point to Hallstrom's picture is 
to traumatise dog-loving audiences 
and the Oscar-nominated Swedish 
filmmaker encourages a deluge 
of saltwater tears with repetitive 
scenes of man's best friend saying 
farewell to distraught owners. 

Gad's soothing omnipresent voiceo¬ 
ver, which is less excitable than his 
scene-stealing turn as singing snow¬ 
man Olaf in Frozen, underscores the 
sobs with gentle humour. 

The imbalance in running time 
devoted to different sets of humans 
keeps most of the characters at 
arm's length and there is a gnawing 
predictability to the film's dewy- 
eyed final destination. 

Golden retriever Bailey (voiced 
by Gad) has a brief first life in the 
1950s - he is captured by men from 
the local dog pound and put to 
sleep. 

In his second incarnation in 1961, he 
is rescued from a dangerously hot 
truck by eight-year old Ethan Mont¬ 
gomery (Bryce Gheisar) and his 
mother Elizabeth (Juliet Rylance). 
They persuade Elizabeth's hard- 
drinking husband Jim (Luke Kirby) 
to keep Bailey and Ethan enthusias¬ 
tically trains the dog. 

Ethan blossoms into a strapping 
high school senior (now played by 
KJ Apa) and falls head over heels in 
love with classmate Hannah (Britt 
Robertson). 

A near fatal incident at the family 
home changes the course of Ethan's 
life and he is forced to say farewell 
to Bailey. 

In subsequent incarnations, Bailey

Scenes of animal cruelty are inferred 
within the bounds of a PG certifi¬ 
cate, while Gad's silky vocal per¬ 
formance trots a thin line between 
mawkish and amusing. 

"Why did I eat so many meat logs?" 
he laments after one animal wolfs 
down copious hot dogs.

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Brexit negotiations set to affect 
one fifth of hospital trust’s staff

PM urged to safeguard 
futures of EU nationals 
amid rising uncertainty

ONE in five staff members in 
Oxfordshire’s hospitals faces an 
uncertain future as Brexit nego¬ 
tiations get under way. 

New data from the House of 
Commons Library shows Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust has the second-highest 
proportion of EU nationals in the 
country. 

Staff from the EU make up 19.6 per 
cent of the trust’s workforce and 
take up about 2,300 roles, from doc¬ 
tors and nurses to cleaners, porters 
and technicians. 

Mark Power, the trust’s director 
of organisational development and 
workforce, said the result of the ref¬ 
erendum had led to ‘real concern’. 

He said: “The anxiety caused by 
Brexit is acknowledged and is being 
managed locally. 

“However, a clear statement at 
national level confirming the con¬ 
tinued protection of employment 
rights for our non-UK staff would 
be most welcome. 

“We have joined other NHS em¬ 


ployers in calling for this clarifica¬ 
tion, because without it we face the 
real risk of losing a substantial and 
vital part of our workforce.” 

OUH, whose chief executive Bru¬ 
no Holthof is Austrian, has recently 
employed a ‘significant’ number of 
clinical staff from Spain, Portugal, 
Italy and Poland. 

Following the Brexit vote in June, 
it held a special lunch for all col¬ 


leagues recruited from outside of 
the UK to enforce how much they 
were valued. 

It gave staff a chance to talk about 
their home countries and how they 
came to join OUH. 

Spanish citizen Jose Martinez, 
a nurse at the John Radcliffe Hos¬ 
pital, said the proportion of EU 
nationals in the emergency depart¬ 
ment was even higher. 


He said: “You only need to go 
into the department or go up to the 
ward. We are everywhere. Without 
us it would be a huge mess.” 

Mr Martinez, who has an Eng¬ 
lish wife and two children, said he 
hoped to stay in the UK but felt un¬ 
certain about the future. 

The 27-year-old said: “From my 
department we have been given as¬ 
surance that we are going to carry 


on with our normal employment. 

“But at the moment I feel a bit 
worried. Things are changing; I’m 
going to wait and see how things go. 

“Many of my colleagues are re¬ 
maining in Spain now. Some were 
thinking about trying to come here 
but now they’re reluctant”. 

Mr Power added: “We continue to 
provide as much direct support and 
reassurance as possible. 

“Unfortunately, it is highly unlike¬ 
ly that the domestic labour market 
will be capable of supplying suf¬ 
ficient numbers of trained staff in 
the short to medium term.” 

The figures were unearthed by the 
Labour Party in a bid to put pres¬ 
sure on the government to guaran¬ 
tee EU citizens’ status after Brexit. 

Across the UK more than 60,000 
EU nationals are working in the 
NHS, with one in 10 NHS doctors 
coming from the EU. 

Jonathan Ashworth MP, the Shad¬ 
ow Secretary of State for Health, 
said: “Our NHS is facing an unprec¬ 
edented crisis and we simply cannot 
afford to lose these 60,000 staff. 

“And yet Theresa May seems con¬ 
tent with using EU workers as bar¬ 
gaining chips in her hard Brexit 
negotiations. EU nationals in our 
health service deserve to have their 
futures safeguarded. 

“Labour is leading calls for this 
substantial minority to immediate¬ 
ly be given a right of remain.”
